LONDON. June 23 (AP) — TSventy-ax 
legislators on the Conservative govemmenf s 
rightwing rebelled Tuesday against giving 
strife-tom Northern Ireland a measure of 
self-rule, but the House of Commons 'voted 
by a majority of 2S4 to ensure it will eventu- 
ally become law. -?* 

The 635-mcmber house voted 298 to 44 to 
stop filibustering tactics on the Noithem Ire- 
land bill drafted by the secretary of state for 
the province, James Prior. A final vote on 
passage of the bill is ejected in a few weeks' 
lime. 

The bill provides for an elected assembly in 
Belfast, ending 10 years of direct rule 
imposed from London because of the riol- 
ence which has claimed 2,208 lives rince 
1969. The Tojy rebels, who kept the house 
debating all night on three occasions in the 
past several weeks, were joined by a handful 
of members of the Labor opposi^n who 
defied instructions to abstain, and eight Uls- 
ter Unionists. 

The rebels believe the bill will weaken links 
between the province and Britain, dismay the 
pro-British Protestant majority and cncou> 
agp the outlawed and mainly Roman Catholic 
Irish Republican Army to step up its armed 
struggle. The IRA seeks to end British nde 
and reunite Northern Ireland with the Irish 
Republic in the south. 

“The loyal and law-abiding people of 
Northern Ireland will be perturbed and the 
flagging terrorist hopes revived." said Sir 
John Biggs Davison, a leading Tory opponent 
of the bill. 
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U.S. blames Soviets 
for world tensions 


WASHINGTON. Jiine 23 (AP) — The 
adimnistration of U.S. President Rr maM 
Reagan denied Tuesday night accusations by 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Groinyko 
that the United States is ^nt on destroying 
allelenients of detente with the Soviet Union 
and said Moscow is reqxmsible for the exist- 
ing world tensions. 

The coomients by Dean Fischer, the State 
Department’s chief spokesman, marked the 
latest episode in a running battle of words 
with Gromyko. The exchange began Satur-- 
day when Secretaiy of State Alexander Haig 
accused Gromyko, in effect, of hypocrisy in 
speaking on arms control before tiie United 
Nations General Assembly during a week in 
which Moscow launched what Haig said was 
an “unprecedented" in a news conference 
Monday, branding Reagan's aims control 
proposals one-sided and unacceptable and 
declared that the Reagan administr^on is 
determined to.destroy eveiy imv ofcoopera-- 
tion and undecstandmg created during tiie 
era of detente. “Whenever it sees one little 
bridge stQl. in existence between the two 


sides, it immediately decides to throw a bomb 
at it and destroy that bridge too, Gromyko 
declared. 

Fischer said "it most certainly is not our 
polic>' to destroy bridges between the United 
States and the Soviet Unitm.” “The Soviet 
Union is weD aware that we are prepared for 
improvement in all aspects of our relations if 
there is reaL not just cosmetic, moderation in 
Soviet mtemational actions,’' Fischer said. 

“Until that happens — in deed and not Just 
in words — the respoosibilhy for tension is 
Soviet Union’s," he said. ^We have made 
it a point to keep channels of communications 
open, and a very extenrive dialogue at high 
levels is already underway." 

But Fischer said the United States will not 
ignore such Sbviet activities as the continued 
occupation of A^hapistan and what he said is 
Soviet-supported repression in Poland.

Retired army man to lead Argentina

formally withdrew from thegovenuneot. But 
Press Secretary Rodolfo Baltierrez said they 
had been atited to stay on until Geo. Bignone 
was swom in. Among those who offered res- 
ignation was foreign muiister Niconor Costa 
Mendez, who bad been proposed by the Navy 
as presidentfeL candidate.

In mountains east of Beirut 

Syrians, Israelis 
locked in battle 


BEDIUT. June 23 (AP) — New fighting 
erupted in the mountains east of Beirut and 
near the paralyzed airport Wednesday as 
Lebanon’s rival politicians resumed efforts to 
achieve a lasting disengagement of Israeli. 
Syrian and Palestinian forces in and around 
the Lebanese capital. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization's 
radio station said Israeli forces, ignoring a 
ceasefire imposed Tuesday through the 
mediation of U.S. presidential envoy Philip 
C. Habib, launched an intensive artillery' bar- 
rage in the hills around the Syrian stronghold 
of Aley and tried to advance from their posi- 
tions around Mansouriyeh. 

The Israeli military command blamed the 
Syrians for breaking the ceasefire and said 
they pushed into an Israeli-controlled territ- 
ory east of Lake Qaaroun, 40 kms southeast 
of Beirut, but withdrew when they came 
under Israeli artilleiy fire. 

Associated Press correspondent Tom 
Baldwin reported from the vidnity of the 
Israeli-surrounded palace of Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis that artillery sheDs could be 
heard and seen falling in Syrian-held territory 
every ten or twenty seconds. Baldwin 
reported that intensive small aims fire could 
be heard from Beirutfs international airport 
where Israeli and Palestinian forces have 
faced each other in almost static positions for 
more than a week.

Japanese ‘buy’ secrets 


TOKYO, June 23 (AP) — Hitachi e«fcu- 
tivf Yasukiebi Hatano admitted at a press 
conference Wednesday that company emp- 
loyees had "bought" computer technology 
developed by the International Busmen 
Machines Corp. 

Hatano, who eaxlier in the day denied his 
company had done anything wrong, said 
employees of the firm in the United States 
bought the information* from a consulting 
firm. An offidal of Mitsubishi Electric Co., 
several of whose workers were also charged 
by American authorities, denied Wednesday 
t^t any of his firm's employees attempted to 
steal computer secrets IBM. 

FourNfitsubishi and 14 Hitachi employees 
were charged Tuesday with conspiracy to 
transport stolen property from the United 


States to Japan, a felony. One from Mit- 
subishi and five from Hitachi have been 
anaigned on charges in San Frandsco. while 
warrants are out for 12 in Japan, A warrant 
also was issued for one student charged wiA 
receiving stolen IBM documents. 

The U.S. Federal Bureau of Investigation 
said Mitsubishi representatives paid $26,000 
and Hitachi $622,000 to an agent for 
information about advanced IBM computer 
technology. 

At a second press conference held Wed- 
nesday evening, Hatano admitted Hitachi 
employees had purchased the information 
from a consulting firm. Hatano, chief of 
Hitaebrs computer department, said earlier 
Wednesday that Hitachi does not engage in 
illegal activities, and he wa5“shockecT’ the 
iodustrial espionage charges.

A number of Israeli politicians were urging 
that a street-by-street campaign be totally 
ruled out because of the risk of hi^ IsraeU 
casualties. A senior official said Israel 
rejected a reported PLO plan that Israel pull 
back about 10 kms from Beirut and the com- 
mandos leave urban areas for refugee camps. 
“The Palestinians would be concentrated in 
their camps with arms and this is not our 
aim." he told reporters. 

Speaking on arrival ir Tel .4viv, Begin said 
he and President Reagan have agreed on the 
need for all foreign forces to pull out of Leba- 
non and the establishment of an internation^ 
peacekeeping force.

KAU to evaluate dty’s 

air and noise pollution

JEDDAH. June 23 — King Abdul Aaz 
University's Si mUlion program to evaluate 
rhe air and noise poilutfon in Jeddah and 
de\ise recommendations for the city’s future 
development is expected to commence after 
Ramadan. 

The project known as the “study of air 
quality of Jeddah", is totafly financed by 
KAU. It will be carried out by the Faculty of 
Meteorology and Environmental Studies in 
collaboration with the U.S.<based Consor- 
tium for International Development (CID). 
Arizona. 

Assistant Professor whd is in change of the 
project. Dr. Omar Ali Sabbak, told Anb 
News recently that the purpose of the project 
is to study the composition of gases in the air; - 
the effect of photochemical reaction in the 
air; and die concentration of particulate and 
its effect. It also will study the noise level and 
the effect of industries around the ci^r. 


“-We are going to employ computer prog- 
raming to help us predict the future of Jeddah 
from the pollution point of view.” sa id Sab- 
bak. It win facDitaie deciding on ' future 
development of leadential' and industrial 
areas and precautionary measures, if neces> 
s^. 

To condu^ the study, five research stations 
known as “air qtiality analyze'!^, specially 
set up for this project by Monitu T of 
CaJifojnta, have been imported. Each station 
will be located in five different areas to learn 
the composition of air in various parts of the 
city and at different tiroes. 

On eaA station will be placed in the north 
of Jeddah near Obhor. desalination plant, 
King Abdul Aaz University, downtown near 
King Abdul A^ Street and the industrial 
City. Of these, three have already been 
mobOized — at die desalination p lan t- down- 
town.' and the Industrial City. The other two 
win be moved shortly, he added. 

Fully automatic, the stations wQI take sam- 
ples of air at regular intervals as programed.

U.K. exports top SR7b in one year

RTY ADH. June 23 — With visible exports 
wen overSR7.2 billion during the 12 months 
ending in May. 1982. Britain has consoli- 
dated its share in the Saudi market, according 
to Richard Muir, director general of the 
Saudi British Economic Cooperation office. 

Recent visits by various official delegations 
have contributed a great deal to further 
Anglo-Saudi cooperation and encouraged 
the flow of British technology into Saudi 
Arabia. The delegations also brought better 
understanding of each other’s approach and 
ideas, says Muir. “Results of the talks will be 
examined by the Saudi-British Joint Com- 
mission in the last quarter of this year.” he 
added. 

Two British ministers visited the Kingdom 
during the past two months. Construction 
and Housing Minister John Stanley, who was 
invited by Saudi Public Works and Housing 
Minister Prince Miteb. also held talks with 
Interior Ministry and National Guard offi- 
cials. 

The second visit was made by Tom King, 
the British minister for'mimicipal affairs and 


water. He led a delegation consisting of con- 
sultants, contractors and the British National 
Water Authority. This delegation had discus- 
sions with the Ministry of Agriculture and 
regjonl water authorities and visited several 
major water projects in the Kingdom in 
virhiefa British firms played a key role, Muir 
says. 

Also. Reginald Eyre. British deputy minis- 
ter for transport, and his team of experts 
explored possibilities of further cooperation 
in transpe^ with officials of the ministeries of 
communications and Interior in addition to 
munidpalities. 

The Briti^ Council, the cooperation office 
chief says, has an hnpoitant and wide ranging, 
program , in the context of the joint economic 
commission in teaching English and 
encouraging contacts both in cultural and 
technical ftelds between British and Saudi 
educational and research institutes.

Arafat invites Percy 
to see Israeli carnage 


Iranians kill Prisoners beaten to t^ath 
25 opponents by Israelis ip S. Lcb^ipon 


BEIRUT. June 23 (Agencies) — Palestine 
Liberaiion Organization Chainnan Yasser 
Arafat Wedne^ay called on U.S. Senator 
Charles Perc)' to visit Lebanon to see how 
U.S. weapons were being used against 
l^tanese and Palestinians. 

The Palestine news agency Wafa also 
quoted Arafat as saying that Israel had esti- 
mated the cost of the invasion at more than 
SI billion. “One thus wonders who other 
than the United States covers these costs." 
Arafet said. 

The PLO chieftain said the Illinois Repub- 
lican who chairs the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee had been sympathetic in the past 
to the Palestinian cause. “ 1 call upon Senator 
Percy to head a fact-finding mission to Leba- 
non to witness modem American armament 
and advanced technology in use against 
Lebanese and Palestinian peoples in Leba- 
non". Arafat said. 

“The voice of Percy is a courageous voice 
in the present circumstances.” Arafat added. 
“The situation requires effective measures to 
put an end to this war which is being waged, 
directed and financed with the full backing of 
the American administration." 


Meanwhile, British Foreign Secretary 
Frauds Pym Tuesday condemned the inva- 
sion which be said could not be justified as 
self-defense and which threatened to escalate 
into a major conflict involving the U.S. and 
Soviet Union. 

Pym told the House of Commons during a 
debate on the Middle East crisis the Israeli 
action risked ‘"escalation into a wider conflict 
in which much of the rest of the world, includ- 
ing the superpowers, could be dragged." He 
said he could not accept the Israeli justitica- 
non of the invasion. 

Pym added; “The scale of the Israeli inva- 
sion has been quite disproportionate to the 
objective of achieving security." The destruc- 
tion of the PLO in Beirut will not. in my ^ew. 
enhance Israel's security." he said. 

He warned that “any settlement which is 
achieved under the shadow of the Israeli 
army cannot last because it would be seen by 
the Muslims in Lebanon, and the Arab world, 
as imposed under duress." If Israel, he said, 
“is really interested in permitting the 
emergence of a more stable Lebanese politi- 
cal structtue. it should vnthdraw its forces.* 


TEHRAN. June 23 (AFP) — Twenty-five 
“hypocrites" (opposition Je^t Mujahedeen 
Kh^q) have been kflled in Tehran “in the 
past few days" and about 30 arrested, the 
levolutionaiy guards announced in a com- 
munique published Tuesday by the evening 
paper JfeyAofi. 

The communique said 11 “hypocritesT 
cached' had been discovered in the Iranian 
capital and during the operations “17 cadres 
or leading members were sent to hell and 14 
others arrested. One revolutionary guard was 
killed." The '^caches" included handguns, 
rifles, grenades and RFG-7 rocket launchers, 
as well as “cyanide and documents". 

The communique said there had been four 
“clashes" in the capital in the past few d^s 
between “revolutionary guards and anti- 
people hypocrites: eight of them were killed 
and a few others arrested" . It did not give any 
losses on the revolutionary guards' side. 

Meanwhile two opposition Mujahedeen 
Khalq members were killed and ten trilMS- 
men. including Khosrow Ghachghai. chief of 
one of the largest tribes in the southern Fan 
province, vk'ere arrested in police raids. Ira- 
nian radio reported. 


OSLO. June 23 (APj — Two Norwegian- 
health workers Tue^y accused Israeli sol- 
diers of atrocities against civil Ian prisoners in! 
South Lebanon and said they had seen sev- 
eral prisoneisbeing beaten to death by IsiaeU 
soldiers. 

At the same time, three prominent Nor- 
wegian politidans turned down an offidal 
Israeli government invitation to visit South 
Lebanon to study the situation there and find 
out whether the accusation, nimed down by a 
visiting Israeli politician, was true. 

Steinar Berge, a doctor, and Oiving Moel- 
ler. a social worker, returned to Oslo Monday 
after having been held prisoners by Israel for 
one week. In a television interview, they said 
they had seen several civilian Pales^ianS 
being beaten up by Israeli soldiers with 
spiked dubs and spi^ ropes, long sticks and 
hard plastic canes in a covered schoolyard in 
Aida. 

They said they had been held there with 
SOO to 600 other prisoners for two days with 
their hands tied up behind their back. “Dur- 
ing the stay there. I was once asked by the 
soldiers to check if one of the prisoners was 
dead, and he was dead and stiff." Berge said.

Dear Mr. President: 

1 am not only shocked, but also dismayed at the 
attitude of indifference of the White House in the 
face of Israeli genocidal and murderous attacks on 
Palestinians and Lebanese in Lebanon. Such a 
well-planned attack could not have taken place 
without the tacit approval of the White House, and 1 
have no doubt that the worid would not only blame 
and condemn l^ael for its action, but wall con- 

demn and blame America for its indifference and 
immorality and its partnership in the attadt. ! 

The recent attack on Lebanon, we are told by 
Israel, was in retaliation for the attempted murder 
of the Israeli ambassador to England. Since when in 
the aimals of history has the attempted murder of 
one man justify the killing of over 10,000 iiuocent. 
people? Such a justification could never be 
accepted by intelligent and morally conscious peo- 
ple, even though, this justification was accepted by 
you and by your representatives at the State 
-Department and at the United Nations. 

In your attempt to pacify the Arab world, and as 
evidence of the bankruptcy of American foreign 
policy, you had earlier dispatched Mr. Philip Habib 
to arrange a ceasefire between the Palestinians and 
the Israelis across southern Lebanon. However, the 
Israelis and the United States have mterpreted this 
ceasefire to mean that the death or injury of a jew in 
any pan of the . world, whether by natural or 
unnatural causes is a violation of the ceasefire, and 
that the Palestinians must pay for such death. It is a 
joke Mr. President when we here on a daily basis 
ViHtness the death of Palestinians and Lebanese at 
the hands of the Israelis, and their death is not 
interpreted as a violation of the ceasefire, but as a 
retaliation. Indeed Mr. President, it is a joke, but we 
are not laughing. 

For the Hfo in me, Mr. President, X could not 
understand the utility of Mr. Habib’s frequent visits 
to the Middle East, let alone his acceptance in some 
of the capitals of the Arab world.

Italian gangster rules from jail 
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By Clara Hemfriini 

OTTAVIANO. Italy (AP) — Two years 
ago. a notorious NeapoUttn gaunter 
Rafihele Cutolo dedared war on his rivals 
from bis wall-to-wall carpeted prison celt: 
Since then, more than 300 persons have been 

murdered in a bloody battle fbrcontrol of the 

extortion rackets that rake in millions of dol- 
lars a year and the trade in contraband 
cigarettes and hashish in the towns around 
the Bay of Na^des. 

The violence has escalated this year and 
the war between clans of the aiminal organ- 
ization called the Camorra now eTaims nearly 
one victim a day. The most recent victim was 
an 11 -year-old lolled with a btdlet meant 

for her fotber, a prosecutor who investigated 
Q^^mized crime. 

Officials say Cutolo has built up an empire 
fr^ his jail cell. He has a 1 5-centuiy castle in 
this town, his birthplace. A small army of 
followers here wear five points tattoed on ■ 
their hands between their thumbs and index 
fingers to show the/re his men. 

The profits from crime have brou^t pros- 
perity to this town. Unlike the neighboring 
villages that are poor, decayed and hdf- 
aba^oned. Ottaviano is clean and bustiipg, 
with palm trees and rose bushes in the central 
square and Posh cars zooming down tree- 
lined streets. **CutoIo*s Auto Showroom” , 
and ^'Cutolo Furniture” are among the bud- ‘ 
ding businesses. 

Construction is booming. Cement trocka 
clog the streets and workmen bufld and i^Air 
waUs even during tiie traditimial three-foui 
lunch break, when most Italian towns are 
deserted. 

For years, Mafia-type Camorra ^angs in 
the Naples area collected “protection 
money*’ from shopkeepers, took a/^t of the 
profits from the fruit and vegetal^ markets, 
and smugg^ in casesof contrabhnd cigaret- 
tes with speedboats faster t han police craft. 
And they kept peace. Each C^orra faction 
had Its own neighborhood, and no one step- 
ped into ano^r*s territory. Cutolo was 
leader of one of the gangs. 

“Then Cutolo said ‘I want to be boss of 
bossed said Riccardo Boeda. the prefect or 
goveiDmentTs representative in Naples. “He 
said: * F m going to make evetyone pay protec- 
tion money to me.’ He upset the equilib- 

^%tolo named himself boss of the Nuova 
Camorra Organizata. the new organized 
Camorra. The other half-dozen formed a 
loose federation called the Nuova Famij^ia. 
the new fomity, and the war was on. The 
victims indude not only those Cutolo 
believes have betrayed him or oppose him, 
but also their wives and risters and any possr 
ible witnesses to the crimes. The Nuova 
Faxniglia has killed many of Cutolo's men. 
including f] in this town this year. 

At 40. Cutolo has a bo]^h fact and a thick 
sb^k of black hair with just a touch of gray 


around the temples. He wears ^rifty suits *nri 
neckties given to him in “homage” by local 
merchants. 

Cutolo has spent half his life in jail anH for 
yrars lived in a cell which Italian jounahsts 
said had. color television, curtains, a private 
bath a refrigerator. Police say he ran his 
organization without impediment in prison, 
sending orders to his men by telephone, in 
letters on monogrammed stationery or 
through messengers who virited him in 
priabo. 

Booda said local officials repeatedly aaic^td 
the Justice Ministry that Cutolo be tranrier- 
red frenn bis luxurious cell in Ascoli Fioeno. 
northeast of Rome. But for years the requests 
were denied. Roally, the Naples Mayor made 
a personal appeal to Italian Preadent Sandro 
Pertini to transfer the gangster. 

Pertini agreed, saying: ”I know that Cutolo 
had waO-to-wall carpeting in his ceQ and 20 
members of the Camorra who waited on 
him.” Cutolo was moved to a fnaritmim 
urity prison in Sardinia in April. His power in 
jail seems to have waned since then, but be 
stiO seems to run Otmviaoo. 

,Tfae town government recently approved 
millioa Ito to restore his 100-Toom viOa, 
.which dominates the town. The money was ' 
'from government foods eannariced for peo- 
/ pie whose booses were damaged or destroyed 
in a devastating earthquake in 1980. Thirty 
men worked for s month on the restoration, (rf 
the Media Wla and walled gardens graced 
with trees and marble sculptures before the 


national press — and the national govern- 
ment — got wind of the projecL Boeda 
blocked the funds, and the work stopped. 

Cntcilo. whose fetber was a small-time 
gangster and whose mother was a peasant, 
was the godson of American gangster Vito 
Genovese. Genovese returned to Italy from 
the United States in 1M3 as an inieipreter 
for the U.S. Army. Genovese, who di^ In a 
United States prison in 1967, was one of the 
American gangsters credited with reviving 
the Camorra in Naples after World War IL 

In 1963, Cutolo idOed a man who Anted 
with 1^ ^Ifriend. He was sentenced to 24 
years for that murder. He was paroUed but 
then sentenced to 14 years for attempted 
murder of a policeman in 1970. 

In 1977. a court ruled he was insane and 
ordered him held in a men^ bo^tal. He l»d 
some friends dynamite the hospital wail and 
escaped in 1 978. In 1 980, after he was recap- 
tured. a court acknowledged his “semi- 
infinnity of mind” but ordei^ him to fini«h 
Ids sentence in a regular prison. 

The p^chiatiist who testified that he was 
insane, AJdo Semerarari was found decapi- 
tated in this town April 1 . in a Oamorra mur- 
der that has baf&ed politt. 

About 80 percent M the Camorra murders 
are unsolved Boeda says there has been sn 
undervaluation of the problem on the to 
some police offidaJs, judges and posecutors 
in the past. The government hu extended 
spedal anti-Mafia laws, which .previously 
only applied to Siefly. to the Naples area.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland. (AP) — For his 
80th birthday, Icelanders celebrated their 
Nobel Prize-winning writer, Halidor Lax- 
ness. as the island nation’s Jheraiy giant. He 
was pleased. He remembers the times when 
they considered him a black sheep. 

Iceland’s sole television channel showed 
three documentaries on Laifness. Reyk- 
javik’s two main theaters featured his plays. 
Newspapers ran the story of bis life. Recep- 
tions were held in his honor just about every 
day for a week,-beginamg April 23, his birt^ 
day. 

He antagonized many in the 1920s by 
becoming Roman Catholic in heavily Protes- 
tant Scandinavia, and in the 1 930s be became 
a Socialist. “There is a very strong craving in 
me to form my own opinion about things, but 
the result was often very different from what 
other people were thinking,” the white- 
haired writer said. 

In the half-century since, though, he has 
been more writer than ideologue. A master 
.story-teller whose works are widely viewed as 
an extension of the Viking saga tradition, he 
has become a cult figure in tlus Northern 
Atlantic nation of book readers and poets. At 
the same time, Laxness the ^obetroner has 
seen his novels translated into almost SO lan- 
gua^s. In 1955. he received his Nobei Prize 
for literature. 

It has been suggested that Laxness has not 
been appreciated greatly in some countries 
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because of leftist viewpoints he championed 
in the 1930s and ’40s. “To hell with leftist or 
rightist standpoints,” Laxness said uglily. 
“It is a vulgar way of evaluating things. A 
writer cannot talk in cliches. That is go^ for 
politicians.” 

“The most hard-boiled rightist people 1 
have known in my life were Russian Bol- 
sheviks. Sterile, old-fashioned peof^e, stupid 
vocabulary.' Real Russi»i Communist 
theoreticians are the most conservative peo- 
ple 1 have met in my life. They are immune to 
reasonable argument.” Besiks, he said, he 
bad met more leftist writers in the United 
States than anywhere else. 

Laxness built his reputation as a play- 
wright, poet, translator from French and 
English and writer of short stories, novels and 
essays. Chatting over coffee and ajii^e cake in 
his living room, he said he finds writing amus- 
ing and “very absorbing.” 

”A book always gets better the more you 
rewrite it. The first sketch is very primitive, 
the second is primitive as well but in No. 3 it 
gets to look something like literature. Some 
of my novels I have gone through many, 
many times.” 

The son of a road construction toreman. be 
grew' up on a farm called Laxness from which 
he later derived his name. The fenn lies 
within sight of his current home — a white 
house with a sweeping view of the dark, tree- 
less landscape of the Mosfell Valley, 20 
kilometers northeast of the coastal capital 

In 1 927, Laxness saw his frist novel of note 
published in Iceland: Vefarinn MikU Fra 
Easmir (The Great Weaver of Kashmir), a 
story a young intellectual’s search for himself. 
The money he got from his Reykjavik pub- 
lisher that year financed a trip to the United 
States, where he stayed until 1930 in Califor- 
nia. 

Back in Europe in 1931. Laxness visited 
the Soviet Union and wrote / Austurprgi (In 
the East), which Icelandic critics have 
described as full of hope for the future of the 
young Socialist state. 

With his first novel after his American 
sojourn. 5oDhi Valka in 1931. and even more 
so with his second, Sjalfstatt Folk (Indepen- . 
dent People) in 1934. Laxness established 
himself as a novelist of European stature. 
Both books, critics say. contained a radical 
social viewpoint and an epic perspective of 
Icelandic history. 

Other major works to follow were 
Iskaidslduklaut (The Bell of Iceland). Geipfo 
(Happy Warriors) and Paradisarkeimt 
(“Paradise Reclaimed”). 

Laxness still writes about a book a year. 
His latest works were an autobiographical 
series he had planned to close at four vol- 
umes. ”My publisher asks me to write one 
more, so I shall start on No. 5 in a few days, 
one more funny book about my young days,” 
he said.

British journal attacks medical beliefs

LOS ANOELES (LAT) — Surgeon 
Bransby Cooper was understandably upset. 
The Lmcet. a muckraking British medical 
journal, had just reported that it had taken 
him 55 minutes to remove a kidney stone 
Erom the bladder of a patient at Guy*s Hospi* 
tal in London, where "skillful surgeons" were 
.performing the same operation in five 
minutes. 

Cooper sued for what he considered to be a 
"false, scandalous and malicious libel." He 
won. But the Lancet *s fiery editor. Thomas 
Wakley. a surgeon himself, considered the 
loss a victory. Cooper was awarded 100 
pounds in damages, bui he had asked for 

2.000. And Wakley continued ro lambaste 
Cooper for the "long and murderous" opera- 
tion that led to the patient's death the day 
after surgery. 

That was more than 150 years ago. in an 
era before anesthesia. Cooper's hapless 
patient bound to the operating table, 
remained conscious during the whole proce- 
dure. 

Dr. Ian Munro. the Lancer *5 current editor 
— the eighth since Wakley. thinks of himself 
as carrying on at least part of the anti- 
establishment tradition that has been the 
mark of the journal since its foundinc in 
1823. 

Munro. recently as a lecturer at the Uni- 
versity’ of California. Los .Angeles' School of 
Public Health, appears to be succeeding. 
Recent issues of the weekly medical 
magazine, named appropriately for a pointed 
surgical knife, include several attacks on con- 
ventional widsom aN^ui modern medicine: 

— American medical schix^ls pride them- 
selves in selecting broadly educated, "cos- 
mopolitan" students, but that self-image Is 
"devoid of reality." complained the journal's 
U.S'. correspondent. In fact, standards at

The commentary also doubted the claim of 
American medicine to be “the best in the 
world." 

—The drug phenylpropanolamine, avail- 
able without prescription in the United States 
in scores of hay fever and cold remedies and 
appetite suppressants, is only questionably 
effective and potentially dangerous, theLon - 
eet noted in an April editorial. Serious 
adverse reactions have taken place in other- 
wise healthy people after taking only modest 
doses of the drug, the editorial stated. 

— Doctors are using a treatment of dubious 
value — preparations made from bee venom 
or .bee bodies — in a misguided effon to 
prevent death from beatings, around How- 
ard S. Rubenstein of Harvard University in 
anedition oftheLojieerlastFebruary. Even if 
the treatment worked. Rubenstein asserted, 
there is no way to predict which individuals 
are likely to have fatal reactions to stings. 

Attacks on established beliefs or on stan- 
dard medical practices are only a part of what 
the magazine's readers throughout the world 
have come to expect in its pages. 

Like its peers among English-language 
medical journals, the Lancer has devoted 
much of its space to research Endings. Even 
there, the medical journal has been con- 
troversial. It has a reputation for accepting 
scientific work that is extremely promising 
but still tentative. 

Editors of rival publications are quick to 
point out that Munro and his editorial staff at 
IheLoncef do not systematically send all sd- 
entiEc manuscripts to two outside experts in 
the Held, a standard practice ztTheNewEng - 
land Journal q/* Mediae and The Journal of 
the American Medical Association, the tw*o 
leading American journals. 

But few would dispute the observation of 
Dr. Arnold Reiman, the editor of the New 
England Journal, who said in a recent inter- 


view that the Lanced "has had more than its 
•foir share of important woric in world 
medicine." 

Several of the first reports on the 
use of penicfllin to combat serious infection 
were published in theLeneet in the 1930s and 
1940s. More recently, the journal published 
the first work showing that a new drug. 
cyclosporin-A. could be used to keep trans- 
piapt recipients from rejecting ^nated 
hearts, kidneys, lungs and livers. 

The first successful attempts at vitrofertU- 
ization and implantation — the so<alIed 
"test-tube babies” — were reported in the 
mag^ine. So were the fiist trials of human 
insulin made in large vats by genetically 
engineered bacteria. (The bacteria-ma(fe 
insulin appe^ to work j ust as well as purified 
anunal insulins, which are wi^y used to 
treat human diabetes.) 

However, the most distinctive feature of 
the Lancet may be its attempts to give a 
human face to medicine and medical science. 

Even sdentific papers are sometimes pre- 
sented in vivid, almost personal language, as 
in a 1 95 1 paper that firn described a strange 
malady thereafter known as Munchausen's 
syndrome, a literary name ^ven it by author 
Dr. Richard Asher. 

(Baron von Munchausen was an ISth- 
century storyteller known for hrs wSdly 
exaggerated tales. Munchausen's syndrome 
is a psychiatric disorder in which patients 
move from hospital to hospital seeking 
treatment for nonexistent or invented dis- 
eases.) 

"The patient showing the ^drome is 
admitted to hospital with apparent acute ill- 
ness supported by a plausible and dramatic 
history." Asher wrote. "Usuafly his story & 
largely made up of falsehoods he is found to' 
have attended, and deceived, an astounding 
number of hospitals.

In a 1979 colunm headed “Points of Vie- 
w,” another physician described the meas- 
ures he takes when confironted with a

“The question often occurs to me when 
talking to parents of a newborn baby with a 
severe handicap, what 1 would answer if the 
diiki when he came of age should ask me, 
“Why did you let me live?" wrote a doctor, 
tdeni^ed only in the coluiru as “a children's 
physician.” !

U.S . criminal Imv reform sought

WASHINGTON, June 22 (Agencies) — 
U.S. Attorney General William French 
Smith called for the overhaul of federal crim- 
inal law foilowmg a not-guilty verdict in the 
case of John Hinckley, accused of attempting 
to assassinate President Ronald Reagan. 

Hinckley. 27. pleaded not guilty by reason 
of insanity of having attempted to assassinate 
Reagan in front of a Washington hotel on 
March 30 last year. “Six months or a decade 
from now we do not want to look back and 
see an even longer litany of cases of criminals 
who committed the gravest offenses and then 
eluded justice because of fetal flaws in the 
law." the attorney general said. ' 

He said that “'traditionally prosecutors 
usually do not comment on a decision in a 
criminal case,” but that as minister of justice 
he owed it to himself to stress the ^'compel- 
ling issues concerning public safety.” 

The reaction Tuesday from Capitol Hill 
and from Reagan’s cabinet was largely one of 
anger coupled with a call for tou^ening use 
of the insanity plea. Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan said he was “outraged” the 
jury's decision. “1 think when a person stalks 
a leading citizen of this country, shoots him 


and' then' goes scot-free, thafs absolutely 
atrocious.” lie said. Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee Chairman Strom Thurmond be 
found the verdict “deeply troubling.’*' Senate 
Majority Leader Howard H. Baker Jr. said 
legislation making it more difficult to prove 
insanity would be taken up by siuiimer’s end. 

Republican Sen. Larry Pressier (South 
Dakota) said he. was “personally outraged” 
at the Hinckl^ friaL “Our system has gone 
too far in protection of the criminal.” he 
added. Another Republican senator said: 
^'People -are tired of having psychiatrists 
overrun courts.” ‘ 

Hinckley will be interned in ST. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, Washington, for 
exanwation, and after SO days federal Judge 
Barrington Parker will decide whether he 
represents a danger to society. If Judge 
Parker decides not, Hinckley could be freed,, 
otherwise be will remain interned for another 
six months before appearing in the court 
again. 

Hinckley had been expected to enter St 
Elizabeth’s Hospital in Washington immedi- 
ately after the verdict but the move was 
delayed. 


Dr. Jonas Rappeport, a ptychiatrist who 
was part of the government team which con- 
cluded Hinckley was not legally insane, told a 
tele'vision interviwer he believed Hinckley 
would spend several years at St Elizabeth's. 

One of the ironies built into the system is 
that evidence used by Hinckley and his 
lawyers to show he was disturbed mentally 
can now be used against Hfm by the govern- 
ment to demonstrate he is so insane he must 
remaio locked up. 

Defense Attorn^ Vincent J. Fuller and 
Gregoiy B. Craig said they spoke with Hlndc- 
ley Tuesday morning and released this state- 
ment: “We wish to report that Mr. Hinckley 
has no current intention of exerdsing hk 
righL... to a hearing on the question of 
re l eas e . In other words, Mr. Hinckley will not 
be making any effort to seek release after the 
expiration of the statutory SO-day period as 
the law permits.” 

The statement said: “This firm will not rep- 
resent John W. Hinckley Jr. in any efforts to 
secure release until we are satisfied tiiat be' 
meets the criteria for release and that Mr. 
Hinckley is no longer a danger to himself or 
to society."

Lehman justifres plan to build N- subs 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (Agencies) — 
U.S. Navy Secretary John Lehman has said - 
the British experience in theFalkland Islands 
has confirmed American policy d building 
nuclear submarines and big aircr^ carriers 
to regain maritime superiority. 

Lehman said Ihesday the anking of the 
Argentine cruiser GerMraJBedpnnn by a Brit- 
ish nuclear-powered submarine showed the 
only defense against a nuclear submarine was 
another nudear submarine. Argentina had 
shown agreement, he said, because the rest of 
the Argentine fleet, with only diesel sub- 
marines available, stayed in terri tonal waters 
and out cf action after the sinking. 

Leh man made his remarks in a speech pre- 
pared for a strat^y Jorum at the Naval War 
College in Newport, Rhode Island. The text 
was released in Washington. He said 
although diesel submarines were useful as 
protection near shore, they had limited capa- 
bility in open sea. 

Lehman said he was glad U.S. allies were 
building diesel submarines, but added that 
the U.S. Navy was only interested in 
nu dear-powered submarines and planned to 
continue building them at a rate of several a 
year. 

He said the Falklands action also proved 
the United States was right in building big 
aircraft carriers, adding: “The modem car- 
rier buttle group offers an area of complete 
control some 800 miles across — above, on 
and under the sea.”

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Amnesty pleads 
for Somoza men 

LONDON, June 23 (R) — The human 
rights organization Amne^ International 
Wednesday called on Nicaragua 'to review the 
cases of more than 3,000 persons imprisoned 
after the overthrow of Gen. Anastasio Som- 
oza's government in ] 979. Those jailed were 
mainly members of Gen. Somoza's National 
Guard or alleged collaborators with it. 
Amnesty said.^ 

The London;based organizaticasaid4,331 
persons were ronvicted by special tribunals 
set up after the left-wing takeover and 3,174 
of them were sdll id prison this year. Amnesty, 
in a report on two missions sent to l^caragua 
in 1979 and 1980, said there were 
irregularities in the trials and in some cases no 
evidence of specific crimes was given. 

Judges often untrained in law gave judge- 
ments on the basis of personal conviction, 
rather than legal e^ence, imposing, jail sen- 
tences to up to 30 years; it laid. Amnesty also 
urged an overhaul of the country’s public 
order law which it said permitted imprison- 
ment for non-violeni dissent and led to con- 
viction of prisoners of conscience. 

In a response published with the report, the 
Nicaraguan government said the special tri- 
bunals had gone some way toward reducing 
popular wrath and the danger of confronta- 
tion after 50 years of misrule and a bitter civil' 
war. 

‘ A^r the revolution, Nicaragua had out- 
lawed the death penalty and created a new 
legal tystem. The government bad later 
introduced procedural changes and granted 
pardons.

NEW DELHI, June 23 (AFP) — In a sur- 
prise last-minute development, the opposi- 
ti<» was forced to chwge the originally, 
named candidate for the office of Indian pres- 
ident in the forthcoming election. 

Their new nominee is Hans Raj Khanna, a 
former Supreme Court justice, it was., 
announced. The opposition, consisting of 10 
parties and groups had first jointly named 
'Professor Hiren Mlkherjee. a veteran leader 
of the pro-Moscow Ommunist Party of India 
(CPI) as their candidate. 

The Press Trust of India news agency 
reported that he, however, went out of the 
contest as his name did not appear in the 
latest general voters’ list prep^d by the 
Election Commission. Under the rules gov- 
erning the presidential election, one of the

WASHINGTON. June 23 (AP) — The 
U.S. House of Representatives voted its 
approval Tuesday for a Republican-drafted 
budget compromise for 1 9S3 that envisions a 
$103.9 hillMn deficit, multi-billion-dnllar 
spending cuts in social programs and nearly 
S21 billion in higher ta.xes. 

The deficits contained in the outline the 
nearly S 1 04 billion in 1 983-84. $84 billion in 
1 984 and S60 billion in 1 98.S — would be the 
highest ever in a budget to pass both houses 
of Congress. 

Turkish debts 
rescheduled 

LONDOS, June 23 (R) — Turkey hus 
fortnally completed renegotiation of its 1979 
commcrdnl debt rescheduling accord, the 
country's central bank said in a statement 
rele.i>cd here. 

The new agreement, which covers about 
S2.9 billion of previously rescheduled loans, 
will extend the maturity of these delayed 
debts to 10 >c:irs from seven, it said, and the 
grace period on actual principal repayments 
to five \ears from three. 

The interest rate remains at l-'u percent 
over Li'ndnn Eur»,xlollar rates. The agree- 
ment has been expected for several months, 
pending approval from about five of the some 
25 bank'^ involved.

President Ronald Reagan’s signature is not 
required on the tax and spending blueprint, 
although he endorsed the plan and called 
members of Congress to the White House for 
lobbying sessions two days running. 

^nal passage would mark the end of an 
extraordinary, months-long budget tug-of- 
war in which: 

— Reagan's original spending plan was 
rejected overwhelmingly by congr^, 

— White House aides and congressional 
leaders met in private for more than a month 
in a futile attempt to draft a bipartisan com- 
promise. 

— And Reagan and House speaker 
Thomas P. O'Neill failed in an unpre- 
cedented face-to-face bargaining session to 
reach a compromise agreement. 

In the end. the budget that emerged con- 
tained higher taxes and less defense spending 
than Reagan wanted and a substantially dif- 
ferent package of spending cuts. But it also 
preserved his basic budget policy by protect- 
ing the three-year package of personal 
income-tax cuts approved a year ago and 
increasing defense spending while cutting 
back on the growth of government in other 
areas, principally social programs. 


ROME. June 23 (AFP) — The Vatican 
bank, tbe Institute for Religious Works, came 
under fierce attack in the Italian parliament 
here for its links with the scandal-racked 
Ranco Ambrosiano. 

Radical MPs protested the involvement of 
lOR in tte activities of Italian Anns which 
"have always been characterized by a 
shameful! preoccupation with international 
business". 

The lOR is controlled entirely by the Vati- 
can. and is free of Italian state control. 

The MPs recalled the business links bet- 
ween Che ZOR and Sicilian banker Michele 
Sindona, who is serving a United States 
prison sentence for fraudulent bankruptcy. 

They also dted rumors that former Banco 
Ambrosiano chairman Roberto Calvi hanged 
himself in London last week because the lOR 
refused to guaremtee the banlds debts. 

The Italian press too has strongly attacked 
lOR president American Archbishop Paul 
Marcinkus for betraying his friend Calvi. 
after giving him the Vatican banl^s written 
guarantee covering Banco Ambrosiano's 
debts. 

The press has recalled the collapse of Sin- 
dona' s private bank in 1 974, The church later 
admitted that lOR suffered significant losses 
in the collapse. 

Since the new financial scandal came to 
light, neither the Vatican nor Mgr. Marcinkus 
have made any public statements on the 
affair.

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ITC adopts 
sixth tin 
agreement 

GENEVA, June 23 (R) — Tin producers 
and consumers Wednesday adopted . a new 
international agreement to stabilize the 
metaTs price on world markets, ending more 
than a week oil uncertainty that pushed prices 
to tiieir lowest in five years. 

The sixth in a series tin agreements it will 
come into effect on July 1, continuing buffer 
stociqiurchasing and export controls to main- 
tain target prices, the executive chairman of 
the International Tin Cwncil, Peter Lai, said. 

Tin prices fell to a five-year low of 5,500 
sterling ($9370) last week after talks in 
Geneva on June 11 failed to adopt the prop- 
osed pact. This raised fears that the inter- 
governmental commodity agreement would 
lapse witii the expiring fifft agreement on 
June 30. 

Wednesdays adoption of the agreement 
gave prices an imniNliate lift, and tin for 
ddivery in three months rose in London to 
($21,660) before falling back to ($1377) a 
rise of 360 sterling ($626) from Tuesday’s 
dose. The agreement's support price is about 
7,000 sterling ($12,000). 

At tire June 11 meeting Malaysia, the 
world's largest tin producer, could not say 
whetherit would join an agreement with less 
than SO percent Ae consuming countries in 
it. ■

Dollar regains lost ground

JEDDAH, June 23 — The American 
currency recovered some of the iost ground 
on the European exchanges Tuesday. The 
rally started Tuesday ni^t in New York 
and continued Wednesday in Europe, but 
trading was less active than Monday’s fever- 
ish activity that saw the .dollar climb to 
record highs. The dollar’s f^ Tuesday in 
Europe reflected some growing fears that 
the American ouireucy had once again risen 
too &st too quickly and some institutions 
started to the dollar, others quickly fol- 
lowed. 

The major beneficiaries were the British 
pound which rose to 1.7400 levels 
1.7310 and the German mark which rose to 
2.4620 from 2.4890 levels. On Wednesday 
though, both currencies and others were 
once again under pressure by the seemingly 
irresistible dollar. 

In New York on Tuesday night, money 
market operators saw Feder^ Reserve 
“Fed fiuuT prime lending rates rise to 1 4 Vj 
percent levels after the falls on Monday 
which.the market thought had signalled that 
the “Fed" wanted rates to ease. 

At the same time the release of the latest 
U.S. durable goods order figures for the 
month of May showed that the U.S. 
economy had more resiliency than was 
thought after the figures showed a rise of 
1.4 percent compart with a 3.6 percent 
drop in March. Euro dollar deposit rates 
picked up slightly, but this weel^s opening 
has seen more of the dramatic rate rises 
^jegistered last week when rates moved by as 


much as 7/16 percent in one day. 

In the Eurodollar markets, the one- 
month tenor was quoted at 1 5 l.'l 6 - 1 5 V* 
percent. While the one-year deposit was 
quoted at 15 13/16 1.^16 percent — down 
from the peaks of 1 6 7/1 6 percent last week. 
Short-term deposit rates were also down 
with week-fixed quoted at 14 3' 16 percent 
levels. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
staged a mini rally on Tuesday, to go back 
over the $300 and $5.00 level respectively, 
and dealers were hopeful that these rates 
could be sustained in New York. This was 
not to be, for on Tuesday night and Wed- 
nesday in Europe, the precious metals were 
once again under pressure and fluctuated 
nervously around the $300 mark for gold 
and $4.99/55.02 for silver. 

The local markets experienced a quieter 
day Wednesday with the exchange prices 
Stabilizing at around 3.4310-15 levels after 
the sharp rises to 3.4320-50 levels earlier in 
the week. Activity was reported to have 
been less but commercial demand was .up 
over the previous week’s levels. The modey 
markets also .saw a slight fall in rJyal deposit 
rales which saw the one-month JIBOR 
reach 14 - 14V2 percent levels and the one- 
year at 14Va - 14S'8 percent. Dealing was 
active in all tenors, with the week-fixed bid 
at 14V2 percent levels. 

Jn the European exchanges \N'ednesday, 
the French franc fell back to 6.9080 levels, 
losing all previous gains*, while the Swiss 
franc fell to 2.1 160 (from 2. 1020), the yen

Japan* s economy suffers setback 


TOKYO, June 23 (AFP) — A growing 
number of economic indicators here are 
pointing to a business slowdown, and the 
authorities are; tunable to reverse the trend. 

As a result of sluggish exports, industrial 
output dropped 1.9 percent in April, the 
fourth monthly decline in a row. 

Exports in May fell 6.2 percent after a 2.4 
percent rise in April. The main export 
houses, according to an official survey, hope 
for a 9.4 percent jump m exports in the sec- 
ond half of this year as compared with the 
first half, but many analysts point out that an 
improvement oo this scale depends bn a U.S. 
business upturn that may or may not occur. 

Stocks in Japan are on the rise while 
investments in the first quarter showed a 1 .7 
percent drop on the previous three-month 
peitic^.' 

A bright spot is that buying power in this 
country rose during March tor the third 
month running, according to the prime minis- 
tci’s office. But there is no telling whether 
households will be spending more in conse- 
quence. "i . 

The decline of the yen on the money marts 


is hampering the authorities, and in particular 
it means there can be no cut in interest rates. 
On the tax front, a large bud^t deficit is 
preventing any substantial injection of funds 
into the economy, although the government 
has indicated it will make a special effort in 
the sector of public works up till September.

The draw marked the third successive 
World Cup tournament in which Scotland 
have failed to gel past the first round, though 
they have lost only two ga mes— against Peru 
in 1978 and Brazil in 1982. But they played 
with courage, fire and no little skill Tuesday 
ni^t and until Oiivadez's equalizer they 
looked capable of pipping the Soviet Union 
to the second-round post. 

But try as they might Scotland could not 
grab that elusive third goal which would have 
deprived the Soviet Union of their place in 
the second phase. Curiously, on a night of 
good football, three of the goals were finished 
with luck.

LA CORUNA. June 25 (R> — Poland. 
haNnug gone nearly four hours without scor- 
ing, struck five goals in 21 minutes agains:

Itay or 
Cameroon, who meet in the final group 
match in Vigo Wednesday, will accompany 
Poland into the second round.

There are many ways of ar- 
ranging for a losing tridc to 
disappear. Some of them are 
far less envious than others, 
but these add to the 

satisfaction that comes from 
doing sonkething special to 
avoid a seemhigly certain 
loser. 

Take tiiis deal where West 
leads a heart anrf declarer 
{days dummy's queen, hoping 
We^ had led away from the 
king. When Esuit covers the 


queen with the king, 
declarer’s hopes are rudely 
dashed and it seems he must 
go down one- He has three 
parently certain losers — two 
trumps and a heart. 

But if he gives tbe matter 
serious thought, declarer con- 
cludes that there is a 
legitimate chance to make tbe 
contract. Accordingly, he wins 
the heart with tbe ace, cashes 
tbe A-K of spades and ruffs a* 
spade. 

When the spades prove to be 
divided 3-3, the chances of 
making five diamonds rise 
considerably. Declarer plays 
a club to the ace and leads tie 
nine of spades. 

What can East do to sbqs tbe 
contract? Actually, nothing. If 
he discards. South pitches his 
heart loser and West can do no 
better than ruff with the ace. 
East still makes a tnimp 
trick, but South makes the 
contract. 

If East ruffs the nine of- 
spades low, to (ranserve part- 
ner’s ace of trumps, ^th 
discards his heart loser all the 
same. Elast wins the tri(& 
cheaply enough, but, when be ' 
returns a heart, declarer ruffe 
and leads a trump. 

Tbe A-K of trumps come 
clattering down together and 
South loses no more tricks as a 
result of having telescc^)ed his 
three losers into two.

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Using space capabilities 

New U.S. command 
to counter Soviets 


International 




WASHINGTON. June 23 (AFP) — The 
creation of a new U.S. militar}' space com- 
mand. announced Monday, is the Pentagon's 
re.sponse to what it sees as an urgent need to 
counter recent Soviet anti-satellite weapons 
tests. Pentagon sources said. The new space 
command is to be bused from Sept. 1 in Col- 
orado Springs. 

Making official announcement. Gen. Lew 
Alien, air force chief of staff, left no doubt 
that Washington saw the new Soviet weapons 
as a serious threat to America's numerous 
military' satellites, particularly those involved 
in espionage and communications. 

“TTie airforce believes it will make increas- 
ing use of space capabilities as we move into 
the future." Gen. Allen said. Tuesday. The 
space command will coordinate all U.S. 
military activities in space, including the Col > 
umlaa space shuttle which for the first lime 
will carry secret military material when it 
takes off on its fourth and final experimental 
flight on June 27. Rep. Ken Kramer, a Col- 
orado Republican, said the new ^ce com- 
mand would give the United States the means 
to defend itself against a nuclear attack from 
space. 

His comment reflected the concern in the 
United States over the Soviet Union's rapid 
progress in militaiy space experimentation. 
Richard Dclaucr. undersecretary of defense, 
recently said Washington expects (he Soviets 
"to ha\e a large, permanent, manned orbital 
space complex to be operational by about 
1990. capable of effectively attacking 
ground, sea and air targets from space." 

The Soviets have been working on the, 
development of anti-satellite weapons for the 
last 1 0 years and Gen. Allen said the recent 


tests were remarkable for their complexity. 
On June 3. the Soviet Union also carried out 
a top secret test of a new space shuttle which, 
in the future would resupply an orbiting space 
station equipped with lethal weapons like 
lasers. 

The officer named to head the new U.S 
space command is Gen. James Harthiger, 
current commander in chief of the U.S. 
Aerospace Defense Center for North 
America, which is hidden under the moun- 
tains near Colorado Springs. Gen. Allen said 
the new commander “would be the one' to 
whom orders would go for any U.S. attacks 
on sateDites in a future war." 

A new center of military space technology 
is also to be created early next year at Kirt- 
land Air Force Base in New Mexico. Gen. 
Allen said it would supervise the laboratories 
specializing in weapons research, notably 
anii-satelUte models. 

The air force hopes to develop around 
1 987 an anti-satellite weapon to be launched 
from F-15 Fighter planes. Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger has given high priority to 
developing sophisticated, futuristic arms like 
lasers. 

He recently said the United States ‘‘should 
proceed with prototypes of space-based 
weapons systems so that we will be prepared 
to deploy fully developed and operationally 
ready s^tems should their use prove to be in 
our national interest.’' 

In anticipation of the 25 mQitary missions 
planned for the space shuttle by September. 
1 987. the Pentagon also announced the con- 
struction of a space control center at Peterson 
Air Force Base near Colorado Springs, to 
begin operation by 1985. 


Testimony at trial shows 

Raider ‘tried’ to get U.S. aid 


PIETERMARITZBURG, South Africa, 
June 23 (AP)— Mercenary- leader Mike Hoare 
told H group of recruits for a coup attempt in 
the Seychelles islands that he was seeking 
support for the plot from U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan, one of the recniits testified 
Tuesdax. 

Lt. Joannes dc Beer, a soldier in an elite 
South .African commando unit, said Hoare 
also said he was negotiating xvith U.S. Secret- 
ary of State Akxander Haig, the South Afri- 
can Press .Assodarion reported. 

The testiniony came during the trial of De 
Beer and 42 other mercenaries charged with 
hijacking an .Air-Indiu plane to escape from 
the Seydicllcs when the coup plot failed last 
Nox'. 25. Hoare has testified he unsuccess- 
fullv sought U .S. support for the plot , that the 
South .Africtm cabinet h.-id approved the plan 
and that the defense force had supplied the 
weapons. 

Oc Beer did noi elaborate on Hoare's 
claim to have coniULMs xvith high U.S. offi- 
auis. But Dc Beer. 2.5, said Hoare told the 
recniii.s ibai the United Slates would recog- 


nize the new Seychelles government hotirs 
after the coup. The plan was to ovenbrow the 
leftist government of President Albert Rene 
and to restore the rightist government of 
James Mancham. himselfovenbrov.il by Rcoe 
in 1977. 

In Victoria, Seychelles, the treason trial 
continued for Martin Dolinchek, the self- 
admitted South African agent accused of 
joining the abortive attempt to overthrow the 
Seychelles gox-emment. 

Four other men charged with participating 
in the coup attempt pleaded guilty to the 
treason charge and were awaitinga maximum 
sentence of death. There was wide specula- 
tion that any death sentence would be com- 
muted. Another defendant pleaded g-ulty to 
a lesser charge of illegally importing an 
AK-47 assault rifle, and faces a maximum 
20-year sentence. 

bolindiek, 43, has claimed he was still 
working for the South African National Intel- 
ligence Service at the time of the coup, but 
South African officials say he was no longer 
on the payroll. 


French N-testing attacked in U.N. 


UNITHD NATIONS. June 2.^ (AFP) — 
France's nuclear testing pt>liey w,is attacked 
at the United Nations disarmament confer- 
ence by Fiji xvhich described the French as 
‘‘insensitixv to ihe xxi*IJ-(»>timledeoncem'' of 
people m the South Pacific. 

Fijrs representatixe Filipv Bole criticized 
French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson's 
statement to the disarmament conference in 
which he said that France would continue 
testing nuclear w enpims. Bole said these tests 
would probably take place in the South 
Pacific as they had in previous years. (France 


has a test site on Mururoa atoll). 

Bole said: “ Against a background of inter- 
national disarmament It efforts and the con- 
tinuing protestatioins of the peoples in the 
South Pacific ihc staiemenl reflects a policy 
that is insensitive to the concern in the reg- 
ion." 

He pointed out that statistics published by 
the International Research Institute for 
Peace in Stockholm showed that more explcH 
sions had taken place in the Pacific than else- 
where and “this trend must be brought to a 
halt before more of our region becomes 
uninhabitable."

Americans find anti-nuclear shelters 


WASHINGTON. June 22 (AFP) — "tf 
the event of a auebsar war •— don't hide, 
xyn." This is the new advice of civil protec- 
tion officials, a change from the past three 
decades when each &mUy was e^orted to 
buDd its own anti-nuclear sdf-su£ficient 
bunker. 

Recently the White House issued a new 
seven-year civi] protection program, cost- 
ing $4,200 million, and has urged doubling 
the 1983 budget of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (F^MA) which will 
implement it. In the Cold War period of tire 
fifties and early sixties, Americans concen- 
trated on perfecting their anti-nuclear bun- 
kers. 

Governor Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York state proposed, without success, a law 
which would make it obligatoxy for aO 
famOies to build shelters — ^out 4.000 
were built in the rich residential quarrer of 
Manhattan, and they were' sup^ied with 
special high protein biscuits worth S30 mfl- 
4ion and specially nourishing sweets. 

France launches 
6th nuclear sub 

PARIS. June 23 (AP) — France's nuclear 
deterrent is based its seagoing strategic 
forces. Premier Pierre Mauroy said Wednes- 
day, while launching the nation’s sixth nuc- 
lear missile submarine. The Imflexible. 

Responding indirectly to an anti-nuclear 
arms “march for peace’’ which brought an 
estimated 200.000 persons into the streets of 
Paris last Sunday, Mauroy said tbe strength 
provided by the strategic naval force “is 
designed to ensure us of an absence of con- 
flicts. The ImJIexibU, like all the units of our 
deterrent force, puts into practice the beauti- 
ful slogan of the pacifists, war on war. 

"We must continually remind (Everyone), 
particularly the peoples of Europe, that 
peace cannot result from weakness. We must 
reaffirm the confidence of the modern world 
in the capability of deterrence." he said. 

Mauroy said France set an example, prov- 
ing that the presence of anns is understood’ 
and noted "when It is suffioently clear that h 
is not their use but their deterrent value 
which decided their choice and their deplcor- 
mem," 

Though tiie Socialist and Communist par- 
ties opposed President Charles de Gax^e's 
decision la the eaily 1960s to withdraw from 
NATO and build an independent nuclear 
deterrence, bis doctrine has since been 
accepted and defended by both parties, thus 
giving it support from all the major politic 
groups in France. Argument in recent years 
has only been over the number of nuclear 
submarines the nation could afford. 

The other elements of the deterrent force 
are strategic missiles in silos in southern 
France, and Mirage bombers. 

Oil kills 2 Spaniards 

MADRID. June 23 (R) — An 1 1-year-old 
girl and a 24-yep-old xvoman have died after 
consuming toxic cooking oil bringing tbe 
death toll from use of the oil to 321 . a Health 
Ministry official said Wednesday. 

About 200 persons are still in hospital. IS 
arc under intensive care and an additional 
2.300 require out-patient care. a!bout 20,000 
Spaniards were poisoned before the cooking 
oil was removed from the market last 
urumn.

All that is left of those dvil protection 
measures today are signposts pointing to 
humid, and often dangerous,, underground 
bunkers — some of wl^h are no longecstSl 
in existence. 

East-West detente led to most Ameri- 
cans forgetting about nuclear war for 20 
years or so. but the political climate has 
been changing under the Reagan admlnist- 
ration and there seems to be littie else than 
talk about nuclear aims, exren if it is about 
limiting their manufactnre and deployment.

Once the “refugees" have airived in a 
area, tiiey will'be initially housed io 
schools, churches and public buildings. 
Each “refugee" win have the right to four 
square meters of living space — but much 
less if the area is contaminated by radioac- 
tive dusL That is the time when shelters and 
bunkers wiU have to be built, and FEMA 
has come up xvith various blueprints for 
them. 

The easiest and quickest shelter is to dig a 
deep trench and drive the family car into it. 
put sandbags on the 0>of. and then climb 
into the cu. 

The \^te House Han. if fully carried 
out, would save an estimated 180 million 
lives, instead of 1 00 million if there were no 
plans at all.. • . 


Coalition partners control Americanpullout 
a tfny fringe of Kampuchea 


BANGKOK. June 23 (R) — Three Kam- 
puchean resistance leaders who have set up a 
coalition aimed at expelling Vietnamese 
occupation forces from their counfry hold 
only a tit^ western fringe of its territory. 

'^eir command over the loy^ties of their 
five nuDioo countrymen, ruled since January 
1979 by the Hanoi-backed government of 
President Heng Samrin. is impossible to 
determine. 

“The coalition is bringittg together three 
leaders who don't like each other and have 
nothing in common except their desire to 
drive & Viemamese out of their country " 
said an Asian diplomat “Who can imag^e 
what will happen?*' 

Former he^’of state Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, 59, who became president of the 
coalition, is generally agreed to be its best 
hope of gaining world support and firing the 
patriotism of the impoverished Kam- 
pucheans. 

Tbe vice president of tbe coalition. Kbieu 
Samphan. is tbe leader of tbe ousted Khmer 
Rouge government wb'ch still legally rep- 
resents Kampuchea at tbe United Nations. 
Tbe Peking-backed Kbmer Rouge are still 
widely revOed for mass killings which marked 
tbeir harsh rule 1975 to 1979. Fear of a 

Khmer Rouge return to power, fonned by 
Vietnamese propaganda, stiD baunia many 
Kampucheans, according to viritors to tbe 
country. 

The Viemamese charge that tbe coalition is 
tnerely a mask for tbe Khmer Rouge and a 
blatant bid to gain them respectalSi^ and 
ensure their U.N. seat by lining them with 
Prince Sihanouk and former Prime Minister 
Son Sann. “And tbe Vietnamese m^ be 
x^t," a Western diplomat said. 

Son Sann, who beads the three-year-old 
Khmer People’s National Liberation Front 
(KPNLF), joined the coalition as prime 
minister only because it could mean interna- 
tional aid for tbe KPNLF. his followers said. 

Both Son Sana and Prince Sihanouk have 
denounced tbe Khmer Rouge for what they 
say are their excesses. indudiDg killing rela- 
tives of tbe prince. Tbe joint declaration on

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the coalition, which emerged after almost a 
year of talks, makes clear that each of the 
three groups maintains its own identity and 
that an dedaons would be made by consen- 
sns. 

“It also provides an escape clause for the 
Khmer Rouge," a Western diplomat said. “ If 
the coalition reaches an impasse, the legal 
government of Kampuchea reverts to the 
Khmer Rouge alone. The Khmer Rouge 
seem to have everything they wanted.” The 
diplomat added:“]hince Sihanouk has said he 
j$ nor optimistic about tbe coalition and if s 
hot haird to understand why." 

The question of aid to the coalition is one 
of the main uncertainties in its future. “Talk 
of militaiy a^ froni tbe West and Southeast 
Asia was a carrot used to encourage the 
Kampucheans to unite.'’ one diplomat said. 
“Now that it has come to the crunch no epun- 
tiy wtU adEmit to being wOling to provide 
militaiy aid." 

He added: “Non-Communist countries are 
promiring polhiral support and humanitarian 
assistance, but tbe f^mpuebeans bad more 
than that in mind." Tbe Chinese-armed 
Khmer Roi^, with about 30.000 guerrillas, 
ate the major fighting force against an esti- 
mated 200,000 Vietnamese troops in Kam- 
puchea. 

China has also provided some arms to tbe ' 
8.000 KPNLF soldiers and Prince Sihanouk’s 
Moulinaka force, which numbers littie more 
than a thousand. Military cooperation among 
tbe three groups was extremely unlikely, dip- 
lomats said. 

Tbe first task for tile coalition is to establish 
a base where the tiiree leaders can meet regu- 
lariy and where tbe coalition could be estab- 
lished as a political entity. 


WASHINGTON, June 23 (AP) — Offi- 
cials of the John Birch SocieQr announced 
they were defivering to the U.S. Congress 
petitions bearing 2,953.500 si^atures io a 
drive to urge U.S. xvitbdrawal from tbe 
United Nations. ^ 

John F. McManus, the conservative 
group’ s public relations director, said petition 
packets containing SJOO signatures were 
being sent to each senator and bouse 
member, as well as to President Ronald 
Reagan and Vice Prerident Geroge Bush. 

McManus told a news conference on 
Opitol Hill Tuesday that the latest batch of 
petitions brings to more than 1 1 miHion the 
total number of signatures the Birch Society 
has collected since 1 975 in its campaign to get 
the United States out of the United Natioiis. 

Pym linto Gibraltar 
to Spain’s EEC entry 

LONpON,Jiine23 (AFP)— British Fore- 
ign Secretary Francis Pyrh called it “incon- 
ceivable" for Spain to become a member of 
the Europeao Bcohomic Community witiiout 
first opening its border with Gibraltar. 

Pym announced Monday in Luxembouig 
after tiie EECforeign ntiaisters* meeting that 
talks with Spain on (gening . tbe frontier, 
sdieduled to begin June 25, bad been post- 
poned again at Spain's request They were 
ox^naUy scheduled for last April. 

Tuesday cold the House of Commons 
that be regret^ this further posipooemeDt, 
but was- confident tbe border would be 
reopened “in due course.’’ He added that 
there would be no change in Gibraltaris 
status without the consent of its inhabitants. 
Spain dosed the border with a fence in 1969 
to underiine its claims to the territory. 
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
